The district attorney announced 
that, in his Judgment, investigation 
had shown the shooting of Mosher 
and the wounding of two other men 
to have been justified. He said the 
wounded men would bo likewise 
summoned to testify at the inquest, 
although their evidence probably 
would have to he taken at hospitals. 
William E. Mosher, -on of the 
slain constable, and who was shot 
in the arm by Night Marshal Woer- 
nor, in a statement to ©fflc» rs ex­ 
onerated Woerner of all blame for 
slaying his father, and declared if 
ho had not been wounded he would 
have killed Woerner.

PORT WORTH, Texas, April 27.— Seventeen probably dead and 
property damage estim ated at approxim ately $1,000,000 is the toll 
of a flood w hich stru c k F o rt W orth early Tuesday morning, sweep­ 
ing before it scores of residences and small buildings, overflowing 
hundreds of acres of land ami in u n d atin g several city streets 
With the city facing a night of darkness, 500 members of the 
American Legion are patrolling the streets, a u g m en tin g the police 
force, which is w orking full tim e in the flooded areas. 
Coming on the heels 
>f a nine inch rain, th e heaviest in the? 
history of Fort 
W orth, a wind 
and electrical storm , the flood took 
scores of people by surprise early Tuesday m orning. 
T he low lands 
adjoining Sycamore < reek were th e first to suffer, and at 4 o ’clock 
Tuesday morning w ater was sta n d in g level w ith th e roofs of resi­ 
dences. 
Men, women and children were rescued from tree tops and the 
roofs of houses by police in boats. 
An aged couple was taken from 
the uppermost 
branches of a 
tree. 
One family was saved when 
police sawed a 
hole in the roof of a residence in which the fam ily 
was caged. * 
As the flood w ater spread, people living in the low lands w ere 
forced to v a c a tt^ th e lr homes, seeking refuge in tree tops and high 
points. 
Drenched and chilled, m any clung feebly to th eir places of 
safety for hours aw aitin g the arrival of rescuers. 
Every am bulance 
in the city and m any private automobiles were pressed into service 


0 rush the weakened flood sufferers to the hospitals. 
Women, 
with small babies in their arms, many clad only in thin n ig ht cloth­ 
ing, were severely chilled when found. 
Ttu> T rinity river was reported as rising at the rate of fourteen 
inches an hour here at 11 o'clock ton ig ht and a rise of eleven 
inches an hour was reported in Clear Fork creek. 
Renewed efforts 
are being made to rescue all families from bottom lands. 
The rate at w hich the river is now rising indicates th a t the 
big rise expected from the north will hit the city w ithin a few 
hours. 
Several hundred people are engaged in relief work, w hich 
continued unabated until m idnight. 
It is again raining hard.
